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Ottawa, February 15th— Politics 
holds the centre of the stage in the 
capital. The opening shots in the cam- 
paign have been fired, and teh elect- 
jon wlil soon be in full swing. The 
first speeches delivered by the Prime 
Minister. Mr King and the Minister of 
National Defence, Mr Rogers have 
been “keynote” addresses to the elec- 
tors and have helped to clear away the 
mists that always surround electoral 
campaigns until party platforms are 
formed and fully explained. These 
mists do exist even though main 
points of cleavage between the part- 
jes are understood by the electorate, 
and will not entirely vanish until 
spokesmen of all parties have placed 
their case before the people. 

In his appeal for a new mandate for 
the Liberal government, the Prime 
Minister said the real issues before the 
electors were the maintenance of na- 
tional unity and the war policy of the 
government. The reality of Canadian 
unity was confirmed, he said, by the 
people of Quebec at the October prov- 
incial election. This unfaltering voice 
of Quebec he regarded as “the great- 
est of the contributions that, in the 
early stages of the conflict, Canada 
could possibly have made towards the 
winning of the war.” This national 
unity had not come, Mr King declared, 
by committing Catada to war without 
consulting parliament, by pledging to 
extend the life of parliament in time 
of war without reference to the people 
or to form a socalled “national” gov- 
ernment, “that might enforce con- 
scription or disfranchise many classes 
of Canadian citizens.” Assurance had 
been given that none of those thing: 
would happen, and he had held the 
country to that course, “steadfastly, 
patiently and honorably.” Thus unity 
had been achieved.

are either a glazed tile product or are 
|made of metal. Of the two the porous 
clay pot has been in most general use 
largely due to th epopular belief that 
this type of pot promoted the health- 
jest plant growth. However, repeated 
jexperiments have shown that the 
most satisfactory plant growth is ob- 
tained with the non-porous type. 
Experiments conducted at this Sta- 


tion demonstrated that the same kind 
of plants, particularly cannas, will 
grow from three to four inches _ tal- 


ler and wwill also be thriftier in met- 
al pots than in porous clay ones. Fur- 
thermore, the danger of checking 
plant growth by drying is lessened in 
these non-porous pots since they re- 
quire only one half as 
ordinary porous clay pots in the same 
period of time. 

In a porous clay pot the plant roots 
ure found to congregate in a white 
mass on the outside of the ball — of 
earth and next to the wall of the pot, 
It was believed at one time that the 
roots benefited by the aeration they 
received through the walls of the pot.

Instead, it has been shown that the 
roots are frequently injured by the 
walls which sometimes become over: 


heated or by the corrosive action of 
the salty deposit which at times col- 
lects on the pots outside surface. 

In recent years, glazed and painted 
pots have become quite popular, In 
addition to the advantages of their 
non-porous surface, they are also at- 
tractively decorated in various coloyrs 
and shades so that they can be made 
to blend with the colour shceme of the 
home, 

At this Station, the metal pot has 
given very satisfactory service, It is 
practically unbreakable under normal 
greenhouse conditions and for econ- 
omy of space it is hard to equal. Nine 
6 inch metal pots use the same space 
as required for eight 6 inch clay pots 
and when not in use, sixteen metal 
pots occupy as much space as nine 
clay pots when placed one inside the 
other.
